SINGAPORE: 
CITY AND BASE 


by Theodore H. White 


Asanaval base, Singapore is the 
bole that fastens the back door 
of the British Empire. As a 
city, it is a great polyglot em- 
porium, where some 10,000 
middle-class British colonials 
prosper and live upper-class 
lives. 

Singapore's native popula- 
tion of 567,000 is a mixcure of 
418,000 Chinese, plus Malays, 
Indians, Japanese and Arabs. 
Chinese coolies do most of the 
dirty work. Red-turbaned Ar- 
abs own much of the real es- 
tate. Bearded Sikhs serve as po- 
lice and swarthy Malays drive 
the trucks. Government and 
commercial offices, run by Eng- 
lishmen in cool white summer 
suits, are staffed with Hindu 
clerks 

The Singapore British are not 
as snobbish as the Hong Kong 
British, more snobbish than the 
Shanghai British. They are 
business people, here for 20 or 
30 years to turn a profit and 
enjoy themselves. They play 
games furiously —tennis, swim- 
ming, cricket, rugby, golf. 
They drink—copiously. When 
their children reach the age of 
7, they send them home to 
England or, during the war, co 
Australia to avoid the equato- 
rial heat. Their most important 
paper, the Straits Times, runs 
ads on its first page and buries 
its news deep inside like the 
Times of London. 

No longer is Singapore the 
proverbial den of Oriental in- 
iquity. The ladies from Eng- 
land have remade it in their 
own respectable image. Chief 
social center of the city is the 
Raflles Hotel, fronted by the 
statues of Sir Stamford Raffles, 
the clerk in the British East 
India Company who scized the 
island for Britain in 1819. Here 
the top crust cat world-famous 
curry, drink and dance. 

The best bands are not in the 
hotels but in the three big 
Chinese taxi-dance halls—The 
New World, The Great World 
and The Happy World. Spicier 
pleasure is furnished by Malay 
dancers who dance the ronggeng,

British and (presumably) 
American navies. Fleet shore 
accommodations can house 
thousands of men. There are 
two cricket grounds, seven 
football fields, 18 tennis courts, 
two squash courts and a swim- 
ming pool. 

Everything essential ro the 
base is present in duplicate. 
There are two power stations 
and the two mains which bring 
water from the hills of Johore 
are supplemented by two big 
reservoirs. Water mains go 
through the yards in two oppo- 
site directions, so that the base 
would have the equivalent of 
two water systems in case of 
fire. The base has its own fire- 
fighting equipment for prorec- 
tion against incendiaries and 
small trailer pumps are on hand 
to deal with fires from "*Molo- 
tov breadbaskers."” 

The bomb-proof underground 
depots contain vast quanciti 
of fuel, mines and shells. Lying 
about in racks is yard after 
yard of steel plate ranging in 
size from half-inch strip plate 
for destroyers to 6in. armor 
slabs for battleship decks. In 
the cold-storage sheds there is 
food for all the officers and men 
of the entire British Navy for 
several months. The machine 
shops and storeyards within 
the base are the most central- 
ized industrial plant in Asia 
outside of Japan. 

Singapore today is a base 
without a flect. A few destroy- 
ers, submarines, cruisers and 
mosquito boats are the only 
British warships stationed here 
at present. Nearby the friendly 
Netherlands Indies have a num- 
ber of cruisers, destroyers and 
submarines. The 5,000 Japa- 
nese in Singapore, of whom per- 
haps 4,500 are spies, have pre- 
sumably informed Tokyo of 
these facts. The Japanese own 
plantations on the Malay coast 
and there is even a Japanese 
fishing village at the entrance 
to the Straits of Johore. On oc- 
casion the British have found 
large accumulations of fuel oil 
on Japanese coastal planta- 
tions. These were collected, the 
Japanese said, “to kill mos- 
quitocs.”” The oil has been con- 
fiscated. Recently one Jap2- 
nese was picked up for sketch- 
ing a blockhouse along a jun- 
gle road. He pleaded ignorance. 
He thought the blockhouse 
was a latrine.

‘The instigator, referee and victor of this tiny war 
between the grogey French Empire and Thailand is, 
of course, Japan. ‘The war itself was trivial. Thi 
land's small Army jabbed north and east at the For- 
eign Legionnaires of French Indo-China. The two n 
vieson Jan. 17 actually fought a naval battle, in which 
the French claimed that they had sunk two Thai tor- 
pedo-boat destroyers and a dispatch boat. Both sides 
bombed one another without much effect, the Thai 
using American and Japanese plane; 

Ostensibly Thailand was asking France to return 
several slabs of territory that France had grabbed at 
the turn of the century when all Orientals were fair 
game for white men. The land at stake is mostly 
unpopulated jungle. embellished by the long-dead 
temples of Angkor Wat in Cambodia. Besides the 
rubber and rice, it has the value of making a Japa-

‘Thailand. Hissed the Japanese press: “If French 
Indo-China falls vietim to the blandishments of an 
aggressive third power [Great Britain] and makes 
the peace conference a failure, French Indo-China 
will have cause for many years of regret. . . . If peace 
is now made, British influence will be beaten back 
and America will lose her foothold for maneuvers.” 

‘This let the cat out of the bag. The point of the 
war and the comic peace conference was to try to get 
Japan bases for planes and warships close to Singa- 
pore. It was one more step in Japan's tiptoeing to- 
ward the Netherlands Indies and the South Pacific.

British raiders and Dutch troublemakers stir up Hitler's Europe; strikes clip wings of Defense Eagle 


While the British waited for the German attack, 
cither against their own island or down through the 
Balkans, they kept up their spirits by talking big 
about a “great British offensive” on the continent. 
‘This was, at best, a distant dream. But last week's 
events indicated that the British armed forces are 
feeling their way toward offensive action and that 
when it comes they will find active allies in the con- 
quered countri 

For some months the British have been sending 
small raiding parties across the Channel under cover 
of night to roar through the French countryside on 
motorcycles, kill a few Germans, leave and pick up 
spies and encourage the residents to undercover re- 
sistance. Last week the Royal Navy tried a larger 
and more daring daylight foray in the Lofoten 
Islands off Narvik in Norway. Swooping down on 
four fishing villages, the British sank ten German 
ships, destroyed the local fish oil plants which pro- 
duce glycerine for German explosives, kidnaped 215 
Germans and ten Quisling Norwegians. While the 
landing party handed out chocolate, cigarets and 
wool to the residents, loud-speakers on the warships 
called for Norwegian volunteers. Soon 300 young 
men lined up on the shore and were taken aboard the 
warships. ‘The raiders slipped safely back to England 
with a swastika flag as trophy 

Berlin sneered at the raid as “a mere bagatelle.” 
Presently the Reich commissioner for Norway, Josef 
‘Terboven, showed up at the islands to fine the vil- 
Jages 100,000 kroner and order burned the houses of 
all the young men who had gone with the British. 

‘The Netherlands vied with Norway for the honor 
of causing their German rulers the most trouble. In 
Amsterdam, where pushing Nazi soldiers into canals 
is the best outdoor sport of the winter, a fine of 
88,000,000 was imposed on the city last fortnight. 
Last week 18 Dutchmen were condemned to death 
for sabotage and terrorism, Witnesses at their trial 
testified that a secret anti-German society, called 
“Les Gueux” after the Dutch society which fought 
Spanish rule in the 16th Century, had operated from 
May to December under a leader kn 
“Col. Verdun. ' 
killing soldiers by poison drinks, pe ks. 
Furious, the Germans warned that the Dutch were 
playing with death sentences if they so much as 
thought evil thoughts against German 

In other conquered countries there was less open 
opposition but no less anti-German spirit. A Swedish 
correspondent reported that the Danes had made 
themselves “a nation of icicles” in their relations 
with the conquerors. Any Dane who received a 
German in his home faced social ostracism. Every 
day the people ‘of Copenhagen throng the street: 
watch King Haakon's daily horseback ride, which 
the Germans have not ventured to forbid. 

In Hitler's empire, unlike previous empires, there

ferman Ebers has a farm in the corn belt near 

Milford, Neb. In the winter, the temperature 
there goes down to 20° below zero. In the summer it 
gets up to 115° above, Herman Ebers has been work- 
ing his farm for 22 years, When you ask him how he 
feels about the seasons he say ‘asons? When a 
fellow is well, the winters aren't so bad and he can 
stand the summer heat. All the seasons mean here 
in Nebraska is a change of chore: 

Maybe practical Farmer Ehers doesn’t have any 
thing more than a practical reaction to the season: 
But in the following photographs, taken all during 
last year from the snow’s melting in March to its 
cold return in November, the seasons unfold as they 
would if Herman Ebers, like LIFE’s color camera, 
had stationed himself at the same spots on his farm 
again and again through the seasons to note not sim- 
ply how crops were coming but how, as the earth 
turned, a Nebraska farm changed. 

‘The Ebers’ 160 acres are in the part of eastern 
Nebraska where the land, leaving the hills bordering 

ver, suddenly levels out into the vast 
prairie floor lying flat under the flat sky. The land, 
Jaid out in the gridiron pattern of section lines by the 
first Homestead Act of 1862, is still marked with the 
pattern of mile-square pieces. The houses don’t fit 
into the landscape the way New England farm- 
houses do. They look as if they were put down tem- 
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porarily until someone should decide later on what 
todo with them. They stand along very straight roads 
—a house on the right-hand side, then one on the 
left-hand side, the next on the right and so on. 
Nebraska is not pretty and easy to like. Its colors 
seem to change abruptly all at once. Actually they 
don’t. In spring the prairie is all bright fresh green. 
But while the corn is still young and green, the wheat 
and oats are already yellow. If the summer is too 
the land gets baked and gray. But in a good 
summer, the countryside looks soft. The corn rustles 
nd shows the silvery underside of its leaves.

0" paradox in the life of the present Queen of England is chat her 
ewo greatest benefactors performed their good deeds unwittingly. 
The first of them was Mrs. Wallis Warfirld Simpson of Baltimore, to 
whom, according to popular anecdote, the English want to erect a 
statue, “because if it hadn't been for her we wouldn't have Queen 
Elizabeth.” The second was a German aviator who last Sept. 13 
dumped five bombs on Buckingham Palace. By the touch of his 
bomb lever, the aviator put Their Majesties in the front rank with 
tens of thousands of little people who were enduring the very per- 
sonal tragedy of war. He also welded even stronger the mystic bond 
between the democratic people of England and their thousand-year- 
old institution of monarchy. 

In the early days of the blitz, che Luftwaffe seemed to concentrate 
its horror on the dingy working-class districts along the Thames 
and a defeatist suspicion began to grow up that only the poor were 
to stand in Britain's new front line. The suspicion was increased by 
insinuations on the German radio that the Queen and the Princesses 
were outside of the city. Actually, Elizabeth was standing that morn- 
ing at one of the Palace windows and saw the bombs falling. She 
barely had time to move away before explosions rocked the ancient 
building to its foundations. A minute later she was down in the Pal- 
ace shelters inquiring whether anyone had been injured. In another 
half hour she set off with the King on a visic to bombed areas in the 
East End, London's sorriest slums. From that moment on, King and 
Cockney could say with equal sincerity, “We're all in it together.” 

Britain has proved again and again in her history that the love of 
royalty is an instinct planted deep in her heart, Yet that love of 
royalty is not necessarily love for individual kings, as certain un- 
popular monarchs like Charles I and James II have learned to their 
sorrow, and even popular Queen Victoria and George V experi- 
enced coolness from their subjects during their early years. It is no 
easy job to be King or Queen, particularly when the job is thrust 
upon you. It is even harder when the crown has grown slightly

shabby, as it had about December 1936. In the short interval that 
has since elapsed, George VI and his Queen have provided the 
British with their much-sought object of affection. When a gray- 
haired old woman shouted as they visited her bomb shelter, “God 
bless you! Now that I've seen you I'm ready to go through any- 
thing,” she was voicing the sentiments of the nation. 

Hardly a day passes without an official royal visit to a blitzed 
city, a munitions factory, R. A. F. station or Army outpost. Eliz 
beth is constantly in and out of hospitals, air-raid shelters, feeding 
depots. England is getting to know her by first-hand contact. “Are 
we going to win, Your Majesty?” a woman shouted in shattered 
Portsmouth. "Yes," the Queen called back, ‘I am sure we are.” 
Royal tours are admittedly laid out as morale boosters by the King’s 
official advisers, bue in such informal conversational exchanges 
the King and Queen have managed to raise them above ceremonial 
character by their obvious sincerity. 

On her official inspection tours, the Queen seems to wear a look 
of continual surprise on her face. She is always intensely eager to 
find out how things work. One morning on leaving Buckingham 
Palace for an appointment to meet the King, she noticed an armored 
car in the quadrangle and promptly suggested that she ride in it, 
instead of her own limousine. “The King will get a big surprise 
when I arrive in this,"" she told the officer at the controls. He did. 

Although fully as ubiquitous as her closest U. S. equivalent, Mrs 
Roosevelt, the Queen is more skillful in avoiding the expression of 
political views. One day when visiting air-raid shelters in London, 
a would-be clever shelter official asked, ‘Don’t you think that deep 
shelters are best, ma'am?'' Whatever Her Majesty thought pri- 
vately, the question of deep shelters was a ticklish one which had 
frequently stirred the House of Commons. A word from Elizabeth 
might be enough to swing the next debate, but the Queen was equal 
to the occasion. “'I chink the protection all shelters give is perfectly 
marvelous,” she purred.

Continual inspection tours of damaged arcas help keep up morale under blitz. As re~ 
sult, Queen Elizabeth probably knows more of her poorer subjects than any predecessor. 
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When the evacuation of London's children was being discussed by 
the Government, Elizabeth privately favored making evacuation 
compulsory if persuasion failed, but she could not air her views in 
public. During another cour, a woman councilor asked: “Don't you 
think it terrible, Your Majesty, to see all these little children left 
here in the danger areas? I'm sure you feel as I do that they should 
all be made to move out."” Elizabeth said: “I think it is terrible that 
children anywhere should be in danger 

Although she never oversteps the strict bounds of her constitu- 
tional position, the Queen does influence British policy in indirect 
ways, by expressing her own decided views to the King and to the 
ministers who are periodically invited to the Palace for lunch. When 
the questions of shelters and evacuation of children were being dis- 
cussed, she frequently sent for former Minister of Health Malcolm 
MacDonald to find out what he was doing and to make suggestions 
based on what she had seen during her tours of damaged districts. 

The King and Queen have not kept a public or private engagement 
for more than a year. Like most British families, they stay at home 
every evening and listen to the BBC or talk and read at their fireside. 
Their chief wartime relaxation is at Windsor, where every weekend 
the newest films are shown in their private theater. Their recent 
favorites were The Great Dictator, Alfred Hitchcock's Foreign Cor- 
respondent and Gone With The Wind. The Queen read Gone With The 
Wind when it first appeared and liked it. The movie stars she likes 
best are the Marx Brothers, Fred Astaire and Ginger Rogers, Bette 
Davis and Myrna Loy. She likes Disney cartoons—but didn’t care 
for Pinocchio—and good documentary films. The King and Queen sit 
together at these private shows, with visitors and members of their 
official staff grouped around them, and the houschold servants be 
hind chem. The Princesses, Elizabeth and Margaret Rose, see suitable 
films, shown early in the evening. 


The Duchess and “that woman” 


In the years when George and Elizabeth were Duke and Duchess 
of York, their money was a little shore and the Duke's public life 
was overshadowed by that of the free and easy Prince of Wales. 
There were stories that the Duchess had referred to Mrs. Simpson as 
“that woman," but jocular Edward kept calling his sister-in-law 
“Queen Elizabeth.” In those days the Yorks were regarded as a 
dull couple because they preferred to devote themselves to such ob- 
scure but worthy causes as boys’ camps and welfare societies, and 
because they chose to dine at home at 145 Piccadilly instead of 
patronizing night clubs. The Queen's first step toward her present 
prestige was the royal visit co Canada and the U. S. in 1939. As a 
son of the beloved George V, her husband had always been expected 
to live up to the part of a king. Until she charmed Americans and 
Canadians, however, Elizabeth, whose origins were comparatively 
humble, had been regarded as rather an ordinary person. 

Lady Elizabeth Angela Marguerite Bowes-Lyon was born on Aug. 
4, 1900, the youngest of the ten children of the Earl and Countess of 
Strathmore and Kinghorne, into one of the most ancient noble fami- 
lies of Scotland. Most of her childhood was spent at St. Paul's 
Waldenbury, the lovely, rose-brick Queen Anne home of the family 
in Hertfordshire, with her brother David as her inseparable com- 
panion. A precocious youngster with a well-developed appetite for 
mischief, she delighted in devising such names as “The Bounding 
Butler" for the statue of the Discus Thrower which stood in the woods 
at St. Paul's Waldenbury. One day during the World War she 
dressed 16-year-old David in a hat, veil and dress, and took him 
visiting soldiers in a Glasgow hospital. David played the part so 
perfectly that the joke was not discovered until the end of their tour 
through the wards. David and his sister were once greatly attached 
to two pet pigs named Lucifer and Emma. One day Lucifer was re- 
moved and given to the village for a charity raflle. The children 
broke open their banks and managed to buy half the tickets. They 
failed to buy the winning one, however, and the pig passed out of 
their possession, becoming pork. 

The summer seat of the Bowes-Lyon family is ancient, curreted 
Glamis Castle, near Forfar, Scotland, one of the oldest inhabited 
houses in the British Isles. It came into the family more than 550 
years ago with Sir John'Lyon, the adventurous Thane of Glamis, who 
won as his bride Princess Jean, daughter of King Robert II of Scot- 
land. According to legend, another Thane of Glamis, Shakespeare's 
Macbeth, there murdered Duncan, and it was from Glamis that 
Bonnie Prince Charlie escaped—in such a hurry that he left his 
watch under his pillow. Since Glamis is in Scotland, the watch has 
remained there. David and Elizabeth delighted in employing all the 
spooky facilities of Glamis—secret staircases, trapdoors, chambers- 
in-the-walls—for scaring their visitors.

Only 30 miles from Glamis is the Royal Castle of Balmoral. Queen 
Mary took an early fancy to Lady Elizabeth. She made her a brid. 
maid for the marriage of the Princess Royal in 122. Thereafter 
Elizabeth was on George V's approved list of cligible girls for the 
Prince of Wales, but it was Bertie instead of David who came to 
Glamis. The Queen likes to recall a mecting with a fortuneteller in 
1gz1, when she was told that she would be ““a great queen and the 
mother of another queen."" Her family laughed when “Lizzie,”” as 
(to her annoyance) she was called, told chem of the prophecy and 
they did not even take it seriously when she became Duchess of York. 
The story goes that the Duke met Elizabeth as a little girl of 5 and 
instantly remembered her when they met the next time eight years 
later. The match was not arranged, although the Duke is supposed 
to have had great difficulty in persuading her at first that he had not 
“been sent." They were riding in che park at Glamis on the last day 
of one of his visits, when the Duke, deeply in love but stricken dumb 
by his nervous speech impediment, finally core a leaf from his note- 
book, scribbled his important message and handed it to her. The 
King consented “with the greatest of pleasure” and Queen Mary 
wrote approvingly, “'She is not one of these modern girls, thank 
goodness 

The wedding which followed at Westminster Abbey was not as 
tremendous as some, owing to postwar hard times, but Queen Mary 
had already sized up her new daughter-in-law as a possible future 
queen, and began to train her. She was inducted into the routine of 
opening bazaars and charity balls and taken along on the weekly 
inspections of Buckingham Palace 
“commoner” (the first such English Queen since James II's Anne 
Hyde), she was made a Royal Princess with the title of H. R. H.

Relations between the young Queen and the old are still without 
friction. As far back as 1937 Londoners began to notice that Eliza- 
beth had adopted Mary's characteristic hand wave to the public 
Remembering how her own mother-in-law, the beauteous Queen 
Alexandra, remained in the limelight as Queen Mother, Queen Mary 
has refused to use that title and withdrew into the background a few 
months after her son's accession, as soon as she had assured herself 
that “Bertie” and “Betty” were able to handle their jobs. She 
rarely appears with them in public, except for ceremonies at which 
the whole family is expected, but she sees them frequently in private. 

Although in almost every other respect Queen Elizabeth has 
proved to be a happy surprise to her subjects, Her Majesty's clothes, 
like those of her mother-in-law, are still something of a problem.

Compared to her fashion-plate sister-in-law, Marina, Duchess of 
Kent, Elizabeth looks like a middle-aged matron.

Scotswoman who became her first personal maid more than 30 years 
ago. “Karta’’ is now on indefinite sick leave but her place is being 
filled by her assistant, Miss Willox, another Scotswoman. The royal 
garments are still more functional than decorative. 

Most women have at least one clothes problem. The Queen has 
two. She cannot wear her stockings—she uses sheer, peach-colored 
ones—without having them wrinkle at the ankles. She is also con- 
tinually annoyed because her skirts get creased when she rides in an 
automobile. Unwilling to experiment with clothes that would suit 
her small (5 fe. 2 in.), square figure, the Queen remained faithful to 
Handley-Seymour, the old-fashioned British house which made both 
her “‘coming-out” dress when she was presented at Court and her 
wedding dress, until she went to Paris on her fitst State visit in the 
spring of 1938. Then she was persuaded by friends to go to Norman 
Hartnell, a swishy young dress designer who had revolutionized the 
ideas of stodgy British dressmakers. He designed her wardrobe for 
that trip wich such success that she sent for him again to create the 
clothes for her American-Canadian tour. Back in England, however, 
Elizabeth put away Hartnell’s elaborate creations and returned to 
the simple, unaffected styles which she has adopted as her own. 


She likes tweeds and tulle 


For daytime wear, she prefers rweeds with a short skirt and a 
simple, tailored coat. Many of her daytime suits are trimmed in fox 
fur. When she cartics a gas mask she puts it in a case of beige cor- 
duroy velvet. She likes best to wear stockings of a silk and wool 
combination and low-hecled brogues, especially when she joins the 
King for a picnic lunch when he is shooting at Sandringham, Nor- 
folk, which was purchased by King Edward VII, when Prince of 
Wales, as a country seat, or Balmoral. For the evening she prefers 
crinolines or fluffy tulle, usually embroidered in sequins. Nowadays, 
of course, neither the King nor the Queen dresses for dinner, since 
this is considered bad taste in wartime. 

Although some 60,000 British women are in wartime khaki or 
blue, Elizabeth, after a discussion with the King at the start of the 
war, decided that she would nor wear uniforms, partly because they 
would not suit her figure but largely because she felt that she would 
then have to take an active part in the women's services, which 
might become a fulltime job. She accepted the position of honorary 
chief of the three main auxiliary services—the Auxiliary Territorial 
Service, the Women’s Royal Naval Service and the Women’s Auxil- 
iary Air Force—on condition that she would not wear a uniform 
even when carrying out parade inspections. 

Although she has put away most of her jewels for the duration, 
the Queen has refused to do without her four ropes of perfectly 
graded and matched pearls, worth nearly half a million dollars. This 
is her favorite piece of jewelry and Elizabeth, believing in the old 
idea that pearls “die” if they are not worn constantly, wears the 
real ones whether she is taking part in a state function or visiting a 
bombed area 

The Queen's favorite colors are pastel shades of mauve, blue and 
gray.

Windsor Great Park, where Their Majesties spend the weekends with 
their children, are also decorated in pastel shades. She chooses soft 
flower colors partly because they remind her of flowers, which she 
lovesand likes to arrange herself in the pleasant long drawing room on 
the first floor of Buckingham Palace where she receives her visitors, 
or in the comfortable French-windowed lounge at the Royal Lodge. 

The Queen carries her moderation into her tastes in music, art and 
literature. Her favorite authors are the oldtimers—Hardy, Kipling, 
Conrad. One of her intimates, Litterateur Osbere Sitwell, a frequent 
Palace lunch guest, advises her on the newest books and latest plays 
to read and see, Before the war began she purchased several paint- 
ings and hung them in the Royal Lodge at Windsor as the nucleus 
of a collection. Augustus John, Duncan Grant, Wilson Steer and 
Walter Sickert were represented but the surrealist school was not 

In entertainment as in art, the British Royal House has never been 
noted for recondite tastes, although the Queen supports and sup- 
posedly loves the ballet deeply. She paid proper homage to Barrie 
and Shakespeare in her youth, buc for the opening of the pre-war 
opera season she and the King did not occupy the royal box at 
Covent Garden. Instead they went to the Victoria Palace music hall 
where they joined in the singing of the choruses of Me and My Gal, 
the rowdy musical which produced “Lambeth Walk."” Many sub- 
jects find it hard to believe that their rulers can enjoy the crude 
pleasures of vaudeville, and consequently many of them felt that a 
BBC lady commentator struck just the right note in describing the 
Queen’s reaction at their first vaudeville command performance. 
“She is smiling sweetly,” said the voice, “'as though she really 
enjoys it."" This was in fact typical BBC gloss. Everyone in the 
theater could see King George roaring and Queen Elizabeth laughing 
until the tears came at the spectacle of Comedienne Gracie Fields 
scratching herself as an itching mill girl. 


She likes the “St. Louis Blues” 


The Queen, taught the piano and the harp in childhood, often 
plays for the King during weekends at Windsor. Her selections are 
usually Beethoven and Bach, with an occasional bit from Ravel and 
Debussy. Her favorite piece of dance music was once reported to be 
the St. Lowis Blues, and she is noted for having permitted swing and 
fox-trotting for the first time at Palace dances, an innovation which 
led to the social undoing of Ambassador Joc Kennedy. Ignorant of 
Court protocol in the matter of dancing, he boldly asked the Queen 
to dance, although custom decrees that she send an equerry to ask 
the gentleman. 

When Ambassador Kennedy remarked of the Queen that “she is 
one of the most brilliant women I have ever met,” he may have been 
exaggerating but Elizabeth is undoubtedly quick-witted, responsive 
and equipped with a sharp sense of humor. Once she asked a little 
Cockney girl where she lived. “Back 0° ‘arrods, mum," said the 
moppet, proudly. ““And where do you live?" Harrods is one of 
London's largest department stores, so the Queen reflected a mo- 
ment and then replied, “Oh, I live just at the back of Gorringes.”” 
Gorringes is another department store, located on Buckingham 
Palace Road. 

As a rule, Her Majesty prefers to hide her gift for wisecracks but 
after a tour in the provinces she usually entertains the King and cheir 
suite at dinner in the royal train with imitations of the conversations 
she has had with pompous local bigwigs during the day.

Despite the easy charm of her manner, the Queen does not make 
friends easily, but those she has are strongly attached to her. Closest 
of her women friends is Lady Helen Graham, daughter of the Duke 
of Montrose, whom King George V chose as Elizabeth's first lady- 
in-waiting and secretary. It was Lady Helen who guided the youn 
Duchess through the problems of her first years as Queen, and Eliza- 
beth still relies on her advice and consults her frequently. Another 
intimate and old friend is Mrs. Ronald Greville, at whose house in 
the Surrey hills George and Elizabeth spent the royal honeymoon 
in 1923. Although she sees Mrs. Greville only rarely now, the 
Queen keeps up a regular correspondence with her. 

The Queen still sees a great deal of her brother, David Bowes- 
Lyon, who, 27 months younger than herself, has been her crony 
since childhood. David, 38 years old and married to a niece ot 
Viscount Astor, was a director of a private bank before the war. 
According to the flattering British press, he now holds an important 
position in the Ministry of Economic Warfare because of his 
“astute financial mind.’” Actually, he is the head Press Officer, a 
job that gives him enough free time to lunch frequently at the Palace. 

Neither the King nor the Queen gets much opportunity now for 
outdoor sports which they both love. Elizabeth is the keenest fish- 
erman in the Royal Family and even the late Mr. Chamberlain 
thought so much of her ability chat he used to lend her his books on 
the subject. She is an exceptionally good shot with a rifle, although 
she prefers to shoot from a sitting position, with her legs crossed, 
Buddha-fashion, in front of her. In the days just after the Fall of 
France, when British women thought they might have to defend 
their homes in the event of an invasion, the Queen and the Duchesses 
of Kent and Gloucester actually began to practice shooting with 
revolvers and rifles 


She is rarely on time 


One of the hardest responsibilities of the Queen is the necessity 
for royal punctuality. Unlike Queen Mary, who was always five 
minutes carly, Elizabeth keeps the local officials on tenterhooks by 
lingering at places that interest her. Almost the only minor quarrels 
George and Elizabeth have are over her habit of ignoring time. The 
King, as punctual as his mother, dislikes being kept waiting more 
than anything else and will colerate it from no one but his wife. 
Like most people who have little regard for time, the Queen is not 
an early riser. She usually breakfasts in her room, around 9, often 
on grilled herrings, and then cets about writing letters. Elizabeth 
is an admirable correspondent although never much good at com- 
position in her schooldays. She recails with amusement the only 
effort that has survived from her childhood. It is an essay, scribbled 
in a copybook, and is entitled “The Sea." It begins: “Some govern- 
esses are nice and some are not." 

After her voluminous correspondence is attended to, the Queen 
usually has a calk wich the Master of the Household, Sir Hill Child, 
who is responsible for all the royal servants and their conduct. Then 
follows a conference with the head chef to discuss the menus for the 
next day.

with the chef new and interesting ways of serving vegetables and 
other easily obtainable foods. Some of the recipes she remembered 
from the old cookbooks which her mother used. Others she recalled 
from the World War days, when she worked in the kitchens at Glamis 
preparing food for the wounded soldiers who were recuperating 
there. The Queen usually encounters the King for the first time in 
the day just before lunch, at which they often have a curry or an 
omelet. Her Majesty eschews white bread and potatocs. This is 
part of a half-hearted plan to lose weight. Although she resolutely 
refuses to take regular exercise and prefers to ride in a car rather than 
walk whenever it is possible, the Queen went on a rigid diet a few 
years ago. She lost 14 1b. but did not enjoy the process and scized her 
chance to give it up when a female subjece wrote to the newspapers 
saying, “It'snocnice. We want to think of our Queen asa mother and 
none of us would like to hear that our mothers were losing weight.” 

The Queen smokes infrequently, usually after meals and at state 
banquets where her guests used to appreciate her gesture in lighting 
up so that they could follow suit. Drinking is, of course, a delicate 
matter for royalty, who must patronize native spirits, wine and beer, 
but must not scandalize serictly temperate subjects. George V liked 
his cup. Mary is so particular about her wines that, when going out 
to dinner, she always sends two bottles ahead for her hosts to serve 
her. If any is left over, she takes it frugally home. The present 
rulers drink moderately. Before dinner they often have Orange 
Blossom cocktails—a concoction made of gin and fruit juice which 
was a U. S. favorite during prohibition. 

Running the King’s London home takes up almost all of Queen 
Elizabeth's time. More than half of the male servants of the royal 
household are in the fighting services, which doesn't make her job 
any easier. Running the household, however, really means that she 
makes and approves suggestions and keeps a supervisory eye on the 
jobs of the principal houschold officials. Food stocks are ordered by 
the Controller of Supplies, the linen is attended to by the Palace 
Housekeeper, Mrs. Ferguson, and the furniture and windows—all 
blown out at present—managed by the Superintendent of the House- 
hold, who is also chief of the Palace ARP. The Queen sees cach of 
them regularly, but leaves them to carry on without interference 
unless there are shortcomings, when she demands an adequate and 
immediate explanation. Stecring a careful course between fussiness 
and indifference, the Queen knows every servant in the Palace by 
name but the stories that she goes into the kitchens to cook her 
husband's morning Scotch oatmeal are untrue. 


She gives up back-seat driving 


The Queen gets about London in one of several Palace limou- 
sines. She has not driven a car herself for more than ten years. 
Usually a good passenger, she used to lapse into back-seat driving. 
Once en route to a country engagement for which she was late, a 
frequent failing of hers, she told the chauffeur to hurry. He did, and 
just as he was about to turn out to pass a trailer lorry, Elizabeth 
became frightened and shouted, “’Stop! Stop!” The chauffeur paid 
no attention, passed the lorry and then turned around and said: “'T 
am sorry to disobey, Your Majesty, but there can only be one in 
charge of the car."” 

The Queen smiled and forgave him. She is not fond of speed, 
however, and does nor like to travel by air. On her first and only 
official air journey, with her husband to Belgium in 1936, she became 
airsick. But her quick sense of humor saved the situation. “It’s 
lucky this is not a procession,” she said, as she excused herself.

Elizabeth is rarely ill and there is no resident doctor at the Palace, 
but one or more of four physicians—Lord Dawson of Penn, Lord 
Horder, Sir John Weir or Sir Maurice Cassidy—are always within 
call. The births of her daughters were difficult for the Queen and 
Caesarean section was necessary in both cases. When spending week- 
ends at Windsor, where she regularly attends Anglican service every 
Sunday morning, the Queen's pleasantest hour is in the morning when 
she can see her daughters and hear about their lessons. These, at 
least in the case of Princess Elizabeth as heiress presumptive to the 
throne not apparent, as she would be if a boy, but in the presump- 
tion that there will not be a son born to the King and Queen), are 
a matter of Empire importance. The British Cabinet has and exer- 
cises the right to be informed at regular intervals by the King on his 
daughters’ schooling as well as the right to submit ideas on the mat- 
ter. Buc the King and Queen, while ready to agree to anything their 
constitutional advisers declare essential, have kept the control of 
their daughters’ lives in their own hands as far as possible. “My 
chief claim to fame,” George VI remarked as Duke of York, “’seems 
to be that I am the father of Princess Elizabeth. 

The Princesses call Elizabeth “Mummie,”’ and Elizabeth has tried 
to bring them up as normal, healthy-minded children, although on 
rare ceremonial occasions they are required co curtsy to her as or- 
dinary subjects. Nothing annoys Her Majesty more than newspaper 
interference with the children, and the privacy of the Princesses is 
as closely guarded as that of young Lindberghs. As a result, most of 
the newspaper stories about Elizabeth and Margaret Rose are fiction 
Ac first the Queen was so infuriated about them that she had her 
secretaries ring up the editors and point out errors, but she soon gave 
up and instead started a scrapbook of erroneous stories which is the 
source of many a Royal Family joke. 

Chief instructress to the Princesses is Elizabeth's firse governess, 
Miss Marion Crawford, but half-a-dozen specialists go down to 
Windsor each week to instruct the two girls in Latin, French, music 
and history. German has been dropped in favor of Spanish, and now 
Princess Elizabeth is said to be the only heir to the British Throne 
who ever studied American History, which she is learning through 
reading Lord Bryce’s standard work, The American Commonwealth. 
This is roughly equivalenc co studying Fascist Italy through reading 
Livy, bur it is a broadening step nonetheless. Once a week Queen 
Elizabeth talks with Governess Crawford about the lessons and 
then draws from her daughters their comments on what lessons are 
boring and which ones attract them. Queen Elizabeth, who spent 
two terms of her own childhood at a private school in London's 
Marylebone High Street, agreed with her husband that the girls are 
not to attend school. 

Princess Elizabeth is a studious, occasionally brilliant pupil, but 
she is ape to shirk those lessons—mathematics, for example— 
which bore her. She is required to write a weekly essay, which her 
mother reads, and she manages to write an interesting, newsy 
letter each day to her grandmother, Queen Mother Mary 

Princess Elizabeth and Princess Margaret Rose are often reminded 
by their mother of their Scottish blood, and it is one of their favorite 
combinations of schoolwork and play to trace out their long and in- 
volved ancestry and its connections with English and Scottish his- 
tory. Queen Elizabeth is proud of the fact that she is descended 
from Scotland's Robert the Bruce, but she resents overemphasis on 
her Scottish origin. Her mother was pure English. Thus at the time 
of the Coronation, when the King and Queen attended a music-hall 
show and every turn wear Scotch and wore kilts or talked with a 
Glasgow accent, there were no smiles when the performers turned ex- 
pectantly to the Royal box. “Lam proud to be a Scotswoman,” said 
the Queen, “but I was born in England, and I am Queen of England,"

CARRENO FROM CUBA PAINTS FESTIVE 
“BIRTH OF THE AMERICAN NATIONS” 


bove you see the stimulating effect of Good Neighbor policy upon Cuba’s 

foremost young artist, Mario Carrefio. Called Birth of the American 
Nations, this picture is a standout attraction at Carrefio’s first one-man 
show in the U.S. now held at the Perls Galleries in New York. Carreiio feels 
good neighborliness should be expressed primarily by art. So he express- 
es it here by a group of artistically clad men and women being very neigh- 
borly indeed with musical instruments and tropical fruit. 

Cuba’s Carrefio is the son of a wealthy tobacco exporter in Havana, At 
18 he defied his family, ran away to Spain to study art. Later he spent two 
years in Mexico observing the art of Rivera and Orozco, topped it off by 
two more years in Paris. In 1940 he joined the exodus to the U. S. 

Here he painted Birth of the American Nations frankly as an experiment 
in the style of the Italian Renaissance. After Raphael's Three Graces he 
patterned his three nudes (abore, right) representing Negro, Caueasian and 
Indian races. At their feet are ruins of Aztec sculpture. Behind them at 
right are Latin American peasants, Cuban architecture, two of Columbus’ 
ships at Santo Domingo near the ceiba tree to which they tied. 

In the left half of the picture the nude lady representing Birth is a heft- 
ier version of Botticelli’s celebrated Venus. She is surrounded by figures 
symbolizing Art, Music, Architecture, Motherhood. The man in armor is a 
Spanish conqueror. The figures at left are sport-loving American youths. 
In background are New York skyscrapers bordered by an idealized ele- 
vated highway. 

Now in his Greenwich Village studio in New York, Carrefio turns to more 
modern styles. His newest pictures (right) show the influence of Picasso 
and Mexican muralists. But like many another artist now free to work 
in America, Mario Carrefio is fusing these influences into astyle of his own.
